U.S. Sugar changes the 
_Way they pay workers 


U.S. Sugar Corporation will 
change the way they pay their 
H2A guest workers who cut 
sugarcane starting with the 
1992-93 harvest season. 

The company said they will 
begin paying on a piece rate, 
per ton instead of the 
traditional task rate, which has 
been used in the industry for 
more than four decades. 


Company officials say the 
change will mean that workers 
will be paid for the actual net 
tons of sugarcane cut each day, 
measured at the mills. Workers 
will still be guaranteed by a 
minimum hourly wage of $5.68. 
The incentive system is 
designed to allow the average 
worker at U.S. Sugar to earn

"This is a last ditch effort on 
U.S. Sugars’ part to save the 
guest worker program,” said 
Buker. All other companies 
have ,announced they are 
abandoning hand cutting, 
which last year brought 
approximately 7,500.

"This new system of pay is a 
system which has been sought 
by workers’ advocates,” Buker

U.S. Sugar's electronic 
timekeeping system, fully 
implemented last year, will still 
be maintained, so that workers 
will be paid the higher of the 
piece rate for the tons cut or 
the minimum hourly wage rate 
of $5.68 per hour. U.S. Sugar

Officials for sugarcane industry 
say the average cane cutter 
historically cuts more than 1.2 
tons per Hour and therefore 
will earn approximately $6.83 
per: hour under the new system.

Egyptians study Glades farming 


Six Egyptian agricultural 
. scientists toured sugarcane, 
rice and produce operations 
throughout the Glades area 
recently as part of a Sugar 
Production and Research 
Management Workshop, a 
national research program of 
the Egyptian government. 
The group, hosted by the 
Florida Sugar Cane League, 
spent four days in Florida in an 


_ chobee, 


effort to learn more about high- 
technology farming methods 
which could be adopted in 
Egyptian agricultural practices. 

According to Dr. John 
Dunckelman, the League's Vice 
President-Agricultural 
Research, there are about 
330,000 acres of irrigated 
sugarcane farms-in Egypt.

Methodology; and, Evaluation 
of Nutrient Loads Cogtribute 
by Wet and Dry Atmospheric 
Deposition: Most of these 
studies are funded for the fiscal

Identify the sources of 
pollution within the lake is the 
fourth objective of the district 
according to the plan, It also 
proposes “to implement 
appropriate programs and 
techniques to remove and 
control point and non-point 
sources of pollution. . 

The strategies under this 
objective include to continue 
working with the DER to phase 
out the discharge of sewage 
treatment plant effluent to 
surface waters within the Lake 
Okeechobee basin. The district 
will use the strategy to also 
develop a cooperative program 
with DER, Health and 
Rehabilitative Services (HRS), 
and local governments to assess 
the extent to which septic 
tanks contribute to phosphorus.

To develop master stormwater 
management plans is another 
strategy proposed in the plan. 
Working with local 
governments, it will reduce 
nutrient loading to the lake. 
The fifth objective is to 
manage and improve the 
quality and quantity of fresh 
water released from the lake to 
lessen the impact, on 
downstream estuarine systems. 
The strategy is to develop a 
data base to determine- the 
downstream environmental 
impacts of fresh water releases, 
Then, appropriate water 
release programs and manage: 
ment options can be developed 
which will protect and enhance 
environmental resources of 
these receiving water bodies. 
As part of the study, work is 
currently underway in the 
Caloosahatchee estuary and the 
St. Lucie River estuary. Some 
possible solutions might be the 
lake regulation schedule, the 
pulse release and early release 
programs. Another strategy 
proposed is the define the 
impacts of nutrient enrichment 
and» other water quality 
parameters on the estuaries.

next to the dike was higher 
than most other areas of the 
city. 

Three Red Cross shelters 
were opened locally, with about 
1,000 people seeking refuge 
from the storm. 

Ann Hopkins, Director of the 
Glades Office of the American 
Red Cross said Lake Shore 
Middle School had 300 people, 
Glades Central housed 350 and 
Pahokee High School sheltered 
an additional 247. 

"People were calling us and 
askingəwhy we didn't have a 
shèlter open in South Bay," she 
said. “South Bay is so low, it's 
not the ideal place to be in a 


shelter.” 

Ms. Hopkins said people 
came to the shelters in spurts 
as they grew afraid to stay at 
home. 

"Every time we got a good 
wind blow, we got 25 or 30 more 
people,” she said. 

People began leaving the 
shelters and returning home 
between 8 a.m. and 9 a.m. on 
Monday, Ms. Hopkins said. 

Now, she said her office is 
getting a lot of calls from people 
out of state asking about their 
relatives in Miami. 

The Red Cross can not get 
that information unless the 
person in question is in the 
military.
